LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 
PRIVATE BILLS 





Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session: — 

(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 

(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 

sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 


Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll-bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, also at the same time and in the 
same manner give notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of 
the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers 
for the passage of rafts or vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same.

appended to the Bill indicating the provi- 
sions thereof in which the general Act 
is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense 
before any Committee passes upon the 
clauses.

5. On or before the date of the first 
meeting of the Regional Board as herein- 
after provided, the Councils of the mem- 
ber municipalities, other than electoral 
areas, shall appoint their requisite Direc- 
tor or Directors, who shall hold office 
until the 31st day of January, 1968, or 
until their respective successors are ap- 
pointed, whichever is the later. 


6. The first elected Directors to repre- 
sent the electoral areas shall be elected in 
the year 1967 in accordance with the pro- 
visions of section 772 of the Municipal 
Act, and until such Directors take office 
on the day prescribed in section 773 of 
the Municipal Act, the following persons 
are appointed Directors to represent the 
electoral areas: Electoral Area A —G.

8. The Returning Officer at the first 
election of elected Directors shall be the 
person so appointed by the Regional 
Board. 

9. The sums of money which may be 
borrowed to meet the current lawful ex- 
penditures of the regional district in the 
year 1967 may in the aggregate equal 
$25,000 and shall be repaid out of the 
revenues of the current and subsequent 
year. 

10. The Regional Board may provide 
for the repayment to the members of the 
incorporation committee of expenses nec- 
essarily incurred by them in connection 
with the incorporation of the regional 
district. 

11. Notwithstanding the provisions of 
section 783 (3) of the Municipal Act, the 
budget for the year 1967 shall be adopted 
by by-law on or before the Ist day of 
June. 

12. Notwithstanding sections 172 and 
223 of the Municipal Act, any by-law

Division Il_—Regional and Community 
Planning 
The provisions of sections 795 to 798p, 
inclusive, of the Municipal Act apply to 
the regional district. 


Division I1].—Contract Services 


The regional district may undertake 
any work or service for and on behalf of 
any member municipality, other than an 
electoral area, or on behalf of an im- 
provement district, upon such terms and 
conditions as are mutually agreed upon, 
provided such work or service is within 
the powers of the municipality or the im- 
provement district, and provided that the 
entire cost of any such work or service 
shall be borne by the municipality or im- 
provement district concerned. 


Division IV.—Local Works and Services 


With respect to that part of the regional 
district not within a city, district, town, or 
village, the regional district has all the 
powers of a district municipality under 
Part XVI of the Municipal Act, except 
sections 589 and 590, and the provisions 
of the said Part, except sections 589 and 
590, apply mutatis mutandis. 


Division V.—Ambulance Service 


1. The Regional Board may provide or 
cause to be provided ambulance service 
within the regional district. 

2. The Regional Board may fix the 
terms and conditions under which ambu- 
lance service will be provided. 


Division VI,—Air-pollution_Control 


1. The Regional Board may, by by-law 
approved by the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council, exercise any of the powers con- 
tained in clause (i) of section 870 of the 
Municipal Act with respect to the regional 
district or any part or parts thereof. 

2. The powers, duties, and obligations 
of any member municipality pursuant to 
clause (i) of section 870 of the Municipal 
Act with respect to the application of that 
clause to industrial and commercial opera- 
tions and establishments are transferred to 
the exclusive jurisdiction of the regional 
district. 
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3. The annual net cost attributable to 
this Division shall be apportioned among 
the member municipalities on the basis 
of the assessment which may be taxed in 
the immediately preceding year for gen- 
eral municipal purposes in the municipali- 
ties and for school purposes, excluding 
the property of British Columbia Hydro 
and Power authority, in the electoral 
areas.

By-law No. 5086 


A By-law to Expropriate Certain Rights- 
of-way for Sewerage Purposes 


WHEREAS the Council deems it neces- 
sary and in the public interest to expro- 
priate certain rights-of-way for sewerage 
purposes: 

Now, therefore, the Council of The 
Corporation of the District of Burnaby 
enacts as follows:— 

1. This by-law may be cited as “Bur- 
naby Expropriation By-law No. 1, 1967.” 

2. (1) The Council is hereby authorized 
and empowered for the purpose of con- 
structing sanitary sewers to expropriate, 
break up, take, enter into possession of, 
and use rights-of-way in perpetuity over, 
through, under, and upon those lands 
hereinafter described without the consent 
of the owners of the said lands.

(4) The Council shall, by its servants, 

agents, and licensees, exercise the rights 
hereby expropriated in a good and work- 
manlike and reasonable manner. 
_ 3. No person shall construct any build- 
ings or other works of any kind whatso- 
ever over, through, under, or upon the 
said rights-of-way or do anything therein 
or thereon or adjacent thereto which 
might injure or endanger the said sewer- 
age-works or impair the efficient function- 
ing thereof. 


4. The expropriations authorized by 
this by-law shall be subject to the provi- 
sions of Division (4) of Part XII of the 
Municipal Act.

A By-law to Expropriate a Right-of-way 
for Sewerage Purposes 


THE COUNCIL of The Corporation 
of the District of North Vancouver here- 
by enacts the following:— 

1. For the purpose of installing sanitary 
sewerage-works for the benefit of lands in 
the District of North Vancouver, the 
right-of-way hereinafter more particularly 
described is hereby expropriated and shall 
be taken and used by The Corporation of 
the District of North Vancouver for the 
purposes herein defined upon this by-law 
taking effect, pursuant to the provisions 
of the Municipal Act, being chapter 255, 
Revised Statutes of British Columbia, 
1960. 

2. The right-of-way hereby expropri- 
ated is situate in the District of North 
Vancouver, in the Province of British 
Columbia, more particularly described as 
follows: The west 3.65 feet of Lot Eleven 
(11) of Blocks Seven and Eight (7 and 8), 
in District Lot Two thousand one hundred 
and sixty-nine (2169), Group One (1), 
New Westminster District, Plan 4154. 

3. The right-of-way hereby expropri- 
ated is necessary for the proper installa- 
tion, Operation, and maintenance of 
certain sanitary sewerage-works author- 
ized by By-law 3088, and any compensa- 
tion and damages payable in respect there- 
of and otherwise consequent upon the 
passing of this by-law shall be chargeable 
to the said by-law. 

4. For the purposes aforesaid, The 
Corporation of the District of North 
Vancouver, by its servants, agents, and 
licensees, is hereby authorized to enter 
upon the hereinbefore-described lands or 
any part thereof in perpetuity with such 
mechanical equipment or other tools as 
may be necessary for the purpose of dig- 
ging and refilling trenches or other works 
and of excavating and removing soil, rock, 
gravel, vegetation, or other matter for the 
operation of such sanitary sewerage-works 
as in the opinion of the Municipal Engi- 
neer may from time to time be necessary, 
and to lay or install pipes, manholes, or 
house connections on and under the said 
lands, and from time to time thereafter to 
enter upon the said lands for the purpose 
of inspecting, cleaning, repairing, main- 
taining or placing, removing or stopping 
up any such pipes, manholes, or house 
connections and for the purpose of gain- 
ing access to any contiguous right-of-way 
on any lands adjoining the right-of-way 
hereby expropriated. . 

5. Any real property injuriously af- 
fected by the carrying-out of the installa- 
tion, operation, or maintenance of the 
aforesaid sanitary sewerage-works or any 


of them may be entered upon by the 
workmen or employees of The Corpora- 
tion of the District of North Vancouver 
or by any contractors employed by the 
Corporation to carry out the works, and 
they and each of them are hereby author- 
ized so to enter in order to execute such 
works of construction, maintenance, or 
repair, in mitigation of injury done or 
apprehended, or in mitigation of com- 
pensation claimable by reason of or 
through the carrying-out of the works 
authorized.
